Why  We  Teach 


Introduction  By  Dean  Shirley  Van  Marter 

All  of  us  remember  with  affection  certain  teachers  who  in- 
fluenced our  thoughts  and  lives.  Sometimes  that  influence 
was  due  to  their  unique  personality  or  the  sheer  power  of  their 
intellectual  strength.  Whatever  the  reason  that  makes  them 
memorable,  images  of  gifted  teachers  are  so  indelibly  etched 
in  our  minds  that  we  clearly  recall  the  features  of  their  faces, 
their  words  and  gestures,  even  from  the  distance  of  many 
decades. 

What  we  remember  about  great  teachers  is  very  personal 
for  each  of  us.  Yet  there  are  similarities  in  our  recollections 
that  catch  the  ear  like  familiar  melodies.  Great  teachers  all 
seem  to  take  pleasure  in  what  they  do.  They  enjoy  sharing 
their  own  knowledge  and  skill  with  others;  they  show  a  desire 
to  help  others  grow;  they  take  a  craftsman's  pride  in  the 
subtle  and  demanding  art  of  teaching. 

This  testimony  is  evidence  that  teaching  is  not  an  enterprise 
for  loners  who  prefer  the  company  of  their  own  thoughts,  or 
for  those  who  view  the  profession  as  a  stage  for  their  own 
aggrandizement.  Teaching  has  always  been,  and  continues  to 
be,  essentially  other-directed,  for  the  art  of  teaching  is 
inextricably  directed  toward  the  good  of  someone  else,  the 
learner.

The  faculty  at  Lycoming  visibly  enjoy  teaching.  In  the 
brief  reflections  that  follow,  they  reveal  that  their  field  of 
expertise  is  part  of  the  larger  circle  of  human  achievement. 
By  their  skill  and  example,  they  help  students  develop  a  total 
vision  of  the  world,  along  with  the  habits  of  reflection  and 
appreciation  that  enhance  the  quality  of  daily  life. 

Their  own  comments  about  what  it  means  to  teach 
dramatize  how  vivid  the  art  of  teaching  is  for  them.

It  is  an  all- 
consuming  way  of  life  that  absorbs  their  thoughts,  informs 
their  research,  sparks  their  creativity,  and  directs  their  future 
studies.  Learners  themselves,  they  appreciate  the  truth  of  the 
old  dictum:  "You  don't  really  know  something  well  until  you 
have  taught  it  to  someone  else."  At  Lycoming,  teaching  and 
learning  are  happily  wedded,  bonded  together  in  a  life  of 
service  and  commitment  to  each  new  class  of  students.

MacKenzie  is  concerned  with  what  he  views  as  a  negative 
attitude  toward  learning  foreign  languages.  He  believes  this 
has  led  America  to  become  a  "tongue-tied  nation."  He 
explains,  "At  Lycoming,  1  can  make  my  contributions  in 
combatting  this  weakness  by  showing  my  students  how  useful 
the  knowledge  of  a  foreign  language  and  culture  can  be,  not 
only  for  careers,  but  also  for  personal  development." 

MacKenzie  finds  a  great  deal  of  satisfaction  when  his 
enthusiasm  for  German  rubs  off  on  his  students.  "It's 
especially  rewarding  when  1  can  travel  to  Germany  with 
students  and  see  I  hem  use  their  language  skills  or,  in  the  class 
room,  when  a  student  can  express  new  insight  or  appreciate 
the  meaning  of  a  poem  by  Goethe  or  Rilke."

For  Dr.  Kathy  Ryan,  assistant  professor  of  psychology,  the 
joy  of  teaching  rests  with  the  ability  to  share  ideas,  knowledge 
and  thoughts  with  students.  Why  is  this  important? 
"Teaching  is  learning.  For  ideas  to  coalesce  and  gel,  learning 
must  be  shared.  You  never  really  know  what  you  know,  what 
you  think  and  feel  until  you  try  to  share  it  with  someone  else. 
This  is  what  teaching  is  all  about."  she  states.

Ryan  adds  that  her  students  teach  her  "as  much  or  more 
than  I  teach  them."  She  explains,  "I  may  convey  more 
information  about  theory  and  research,  but  the  students 
teach  through  their  acceptance  or  rejection  of  the  material, 
and  through  their  skepticism."

For  Kathy 
Ryan  this  is  the  essence  of  teaching.

"Learning  is  more  what  the  profession  is 
about  and,  to  me,  what  is  most  appealing  about  it."

Grant  Jeffers,  assistant  professor  of  music,  finds  that 
teaching  enables  him  to  integrate  his  knowledge  with  his 
performing  and  creative  work.  "I  love  to  bring  people  to  new 
compositions  and  new  concepts.  I  encourage  my  students  to 
go  beyond  gathering  information  to  build  a  framework  for 
future  knowledge.  Each  student's  understanding  and 
experience  of  what  I  teach  challenges  me  to  reexamine  and 
renew  the  structure  of  what  I  know.  I  am  excited  to  find  that 
the  old  topics  can  make  something  new  happen  in  me  as  well 
as  in  students."

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In  The  Good  Old  Summertime

School  spirit... non-traditional  education... religion... athletics. 
..international  affairs... seminars  and  testing... learning. 
Sound  like  a  normal  day's  activities  for  Lycoming  College 
students?  Indeed,  and  yet  these  are  also  examples  of  what 
happens  on  the  campus  when  the  College  is  not  in  session. 
Overseen  by  a  developing  summer  conference  office,  and 
supported  by  many  departments  of  the  College,  summer 
visitors  maintain  a  continum  of  vitality  during  a  time  when 
many  believe  the  College  is  "closed." 

During  three  of  the  four  summer  months  the  College  opens 
its  doors  to  over  3500  people,  reaping  benefits  for  many 
segments  of  the  college  community  and  Williamsport. 
Participants  range  from  the  elderly  to  the  newborn,  and  hail 
from  locales  as  diverse  as  Montoursville,  New  York  City,  and 
many  countries  of  the  Third  World. 

Several  groups  have  met  on  campus  for  a  number  of 
summers.  Most  prominent  are  many  meetings  hosted  by  The 
United  Methodist  Church,  through  its  Central  Pennsylvania 
Conference  or  Northeastern  Jurisdiction,  which  discuss 
evangelical,  social  and  artistic  concerns.  The  summer  of  1984 
saw  the  arrival  of  a  missionary  conference,  hosted  by  the 
World  Division  of  the  Church's  Board  of  Global  Ministries. 
Also  returning  for  a  second  year  in  1985  was  a  450-person 
Baptist  Family  Conference. 

Recent  summer  schedules  have  included  training  sessions 
for  Pennsylvania's  teachers  Elderhostel  courses,  a  statewide 
annual  meeting  of  the  League  of  Women  Voters,  meetings  of 
Lycoming's  Alumni  Board,  and  day  camps  for  children  with 
asthma.  Although  the  College  serves  only  as  host  for  most 
events,  several  faculty  members  have  used  Lycoming's 
facilities  for  meetings  of  personal  or  professional  interest.  In 
the  past  three  years  faculty-initiated  conferences  have 
included  basketball  camps,  accounting  seminars,  and  a 
meeting  of  a  group  discussing  Huntington's  Disease. 

As  is  the  case  with  other  colleges,  conference  groups 


frequently  note  the  easy  availability  of  classroom-style 
meeting  space  as  a  reason  for  their  choosing  an  educational 
institution  over  a  hotel  for  a  conference.  Lycoming's 
facilities,  designed  primarily  for  academic  year  uses,  adapt 
easily  to  education-oriented  events  in  the  summertime.  Those 
groups  that  return  following  an  initial  visit  most  often  cite 
Lycoming's  exceptionally  well-kept  buildings  and  grounds, 
and  excellent  dining  service.  In  addition,  Lycoming  is  able  to 
assess  a  much  lower  fee  than  do  most  profit-making 
convention  centers  and  hotels,  due  to  the  secondary  nature  of 
its  summer  activities. 

The  most  obvious  benefit  of  the  conference  program  is  a 
financial  one.  Income  earned  during  the  summer  months 
allows  Lycoming  to  spread  the  fixed  costs  of  maintaining  its 
facilities  over  the  entire  year,  lowering  room  and  board 
charges  for  its  students.  Furthermore,  a  number  of  College 
employees  are  able  to  be  employed  during  the  summer 
because  of  the  support  they  provide  the  office  of  Summer 
Conferences  in  the  dining  hall  and  residence  halls.  Perhaps 
more  important,  however,  are  the  benefits  that  are  less 
explicit.  Many  summer  guests  are  high  school-age  students, 
while  others  are  parents  or  grandparents  of  those  beginning 
to  think  about  colleges.  Although  no  data  has  been 
collected,  it  seems  likely  that  the  extremely  positive 
evaluations  of  the  College  that  come  from  conference 
participants  are  remembered  when  college  decisions  are 
being  made.  Likewise,  it  is  probable  that  positive  impressions 
of  the  College  formed  during  the  summer  months  aid  the 
Development  Office  during  its  annual  campaigns. 

Although  the  campus  is  normally  quite  busy  during  a 
typical  summer  day,  space  is  available  for  coming  summers. 
Members  of  the  Lycoming  community  who  would  like  to 
have  a  personal  or  professional  group  consider  the  College 
for  a  future  visit  are  urged  to  contact  the  Director  of  Summer 
Conferences  for  specific  information  about  the  facilities  and 
services  the  College  can  offer.

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WHERE  TALENT 
MEETS  CHALLENGE

What  do  a  secondary  school  teacher,  advertising  repre- 
sentative, pre-school  teacher,  admissions  counselor,  actress, 
minister,  security  broker,  lawyer,  and  a  systems  engineer 
trainee  have  in  common? 

The  answer  is  they  are  all  Lycoming  College  graduates  who 
majored  in  English.  The  wide  range  of  professions  actively 
pursued  by  English  majors  is  strong  proof  that  a  liberal  arts 
education  prepares  one  for  a  variety  of  occupational 
opportunities. 

JoAnne  Day,  associate  dean  of  student  services,  points  out 
that  "a  major  is  an  indicator,  not  a  sole  determinator  of 
what  occupational  areas  students  can  pursue  upon  gradua- 
tion." She  adds,  'it's  a  fallacy  that  all  English  majors  can  do 
is  teach  English  or  write." 

Apparently  employment  recruiters  also  support  this 
contention.  The  1984  annual  report*  shows  that  the  highest 
number  of  majors  in  recent  college  history,  84%  were  placed. 
Of  the  228  graduates  in  the  class  of  1984,  227  were  available 
for  employment  or  advanced  study.  One-hundred  ninety 
secured  full-time  employment  or  were  pursuing  further 
education  full-time,  for  a  percentage  "placed"  of  84%. 

Biology  majors  placed  the  highest  number  of  students  in 
graduate  school  (50%),  while  accounting  placed  92%  of  its 


graduates  in  jobs  in  their  specific  major.  Other  majors  with 
above  average  placement  included  business  85%,  history 
86%,  physics  89%,  psychology  87%,  and  sociology  86%. 
Computer  science,  economics,  French,  literature,  mathe- 
matics, music,  religion  and  Spanish  all  achieved  100% 
placement  of  their  graduates. 

Prospects  for  the  class  of  1985  and  beyond  look  even  more 
promising.  This  past  year,  for  the  first  time  since  1981, 
Lycoming  attracted  two  major  banks  which  actively  recruited 
graduating  seniors.  According  to  Dean  Day  "  banks  want  to 
recruit  at  small  liberal  arts  colleges  like  Lycoming.  They  get 
to  know  the  placement  people,  faculty  and  students  on  an 
individual  basis.  What  happens  is  that  these  recruiters  form 
an  identity  with  both  our  people  and  the  institution." 

Agressive  participation  by  alumni  is  another  important 
factor  in  bringing  more  recruiters  to  campus.  "As  our  alumni 
establish  their  own  careers  we  find  that  many  have  "sold" 
Lycoming  College  to  their  employers  as  a  highly  desirable 
recruiting  market,"  she  points  out.  This  past  year  saw  16  new 
organizations  come  to  campus  in  search  of  employees. 

From  Reuben  Donnelley  to  Frank  Perdue  Chickens,  more 
and  more  corporate  recruiters  are  learning  that  Lycoming 
prepares  its  students  for  today's  world.

FOOTBALL  PREVIEW 

Hopes  high  for  '85 


The  Lycoming  football  fans  who  saw 
the  young  Warriors  roar  through  the  1984 
gridiron  schedule  with  an  8-2  mark  can 
be  excused  for  looking  forward  to  the 
coming  season  with  unbridled 
enthusiasm. 

The  Warriors  have  four  Ail- 
Americans  and  six  first-team  All-Middle 
Atlantic  Conference  players  returning 
this  fall.  There  are  nine  starters  back  on 
defense,  eight  starters  back  on  offense 
and  the  two  kickers,  both  All-MAC 
stars,  are  back. 

However,  head  coach  Frank  Girardi  is 
a  bit  more  cautious  than  his  faithful 
supporters. 

"I'm  looking  ahead  to  the  season  with 
guarded  optimism,"  Girardi  said  recently, 
sounding  like  a  true  veteran  college 
football  coach. 

"We  have  enough  players  to  make  an 
impact  on  the  MAC,"  admitted  Girardi, 
who  led  his  club  to  a  6-2  conference 


mark  last  season. 

"We  feel  very  good  about  our 
returning  experienced  players.  But,  I've 
been  coaching  long  enough  to  know 
'looking  good  on  paper'  and  the  word 
'potential'  are  just  that,  words"  added 
Girardi,  who  has  directed  the  Lycoming 
program  for  13  years  and  compiled  a  79- 
38-3  record. 

"We  lost  some  good  kids  in  key  spots 
and  hope  our  returners  can  fill  in,"  said 
Girardi. 

Girardi  and  his  staff  are  especially 
worried  about  lack  of  depth  on  the 
defensive  and  offensive  lines.  But,  the 
coaches  can  be  comforted  by  the  fact 
that,  with  that  lack  of  depth,  at  least  the 
two  lines  are  where  some  of  Lycoming's 
best  players  toil. 

The  list  of  returning  Ail-Americans  is 
headed  by  defensive  tackle  Michael 
Boures  of  Norristown,  PA.  The

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defensive  co-captain  missed  the  1984 
season  with  a  knee  injury,  but  was  a 
1  first-team  Pizza  Hut  Div.  Ill  All- 
J  American  in  1983. 

Jack  Geisel,  a  powerful  nose  guard 
i  from  Harrisburg,  was  third  team  on  the 
!  Associated  Press  Little  Ail-American 
squad  last  season.  Geisel,  6-2,  255- 
pounds,  and  Boures,  6-1,  251 -pounds, 
line  up  next  to  each  other  and  will 
present  a  formidable  challenge  to  every 
offensive  line  the  Warriors  face. 

The  third  All-American  lineman  is 
offensive  guard  Walt  Zataveski  of 
Roslyn,  PA.  The  6-3,  255-pound 
Zataveski,  who  will  be  an  offensive  co- 
captain  this  season,  was  honorable 
mention  on  both  the  Pizza  Hut  and  AP 
All-American  teams. 

Placekicker  Rusty  Fricke  of 
Hatboro,  PA,  who  kicked  a  school- 


record  56-yard  field  goal  last  year,  was 
also  honorable  mention  on  the  Pizza  Hut 
and  AP  All-American  squads. 

Geisel,  Zataveski  and  Fricke  were  also 
All-MAC  stars,  as  were  punter  Chris 
Howell  of  Bloomsburg,  PA,  linebacker 
Tom  Pietrzak  of  Philadelphia  and 
fullback  Joe  Parsnik  of  Laflin,  PA. 

Pietrzak,  who  led  the  team  in  tackles 
the  past  two  seasons,  will  be  a  defensive 
co-captain  and  Parsnik  will  be  an 
offensive  co-captain. 

Parsnik  led  the  team  in  rushing  last 
year  with  786  yards  and  tied  a  school 
record  with  10  rushing  touchdowns.  The 
small  fullback  (he  is  only  5-10,  183 
pounds)  is  just  545  yards  shy  of  the 
Lycoming  career  rushing  record. 

The  man  Parsnik  tied  for  the  season 
rushing  TD  mark  is  quarterback  Larry 
Barretta,  a  junior  from  Philadelphia. 


Barretta  also  tied  a  school  mark  by 
accounting  for  19  TDs  in  1984  (10 
rushing,  nine  passing).  That  mark  was 
established  in  1980  by  Rick  Burd,  the 
only  Lycoming  football  player  to  ever 
have  his  jersey  number  retired. 

Despite  this  returning  firepower,  and 
more,  Girardi  knows  the  team  will  have 
to  prove  itself  on  the  field  on  Saturday 
afternoon. 

"I  hope  we  are  experienced  enough  to 
know  that  performance,  not  potential, 
will  dictate  how  far  we  go  this  year," 
said  Girardi. 

The  goals  are  an  MAC  title,  a  berth  in 
the  16-team  NCAA  Div.  Ill  playoff 
field,  and  if  they  go  as  far  as  they  can,  a 
trip  to  Phenix  City,  Ala.  for  the  Div.  Ill 
championship  game  on  Dec.  14. 

The  excitement  starts  Sept.  14  at 
College  Field  against  Lock  Haven. 


NEW  COACH,  AD 

Rockey  hired  as  asst.  AD,  head  women 
basketball  coach 


The  Lycoming  College  women's 
athletic  programs  were  given  increased 
emphasis  this  summer  with  the  hiring  of 
Kimberly  Rockey,  a  young,  enthusiastic 
basketball  coach  and  administrator. 

Rockey,  a  25-year-old  native  of 
Indiana,  was  named  assistant  athletic 
director  for  women's  sports  and  head 
women's  basketball  coach  in  July. 

Rockey,  a  graduate  of  Taylor 
University  in  Upland,  IN,  and  Indiana 
University,  spent  last  year  at  Cornell 
University  where  she  was  an  assistant 
basketball  coach,  head  trainer  for 
women's  volleyball  and  a  part-time 
physical  education  teacher. 

She  is  the  first  women's  athletic 
director  at  Lycoming  and  the  college's 
second  women's  basketball  coach. 
Rockey  is  taking  over  a  seven-year-old 
basketball  program  that  has  a  33-75 
record. 

"I  expected  to  be  an  assistant  coach  a 
bit  longer  before  moving  up  to  a  head 
coaching  job,"  Rockey  admitted  after 
moving  in  to  her  new  office.  "This  job  is 
a  real  challenge  and  I  plan  to  work  hard 


at  it." 

In  addition  to  coaching  basketball, 
Rockey  will  be  responsible  for 
administrative  duties  and  recruiting  in 
Lycoming's  six  women's  varsity  sports  — 
basketball,  field  hockey,  swimming, 
tennis,  track,  and  cross  country. 

She  will  also  help  upgrade  the  club 
volleyball  team  to  varsity  status  in  the 
fall  of  1986. 

"We  were  impressed  with  her  recruit- 
ing experience  as  an  assistant  basketball 
coach  at  an  Ivy  League  school," 
Lycoming  athletic  director  Frank  Girardi 
said  about  Rockey.  "She  is  motivated  to 
be  a  head  coach.  Everyone  associated 
with  her  said  she  is  a  hard  worker.  We 
are  looking  forward  to  her  guidance  and 
leadership  with  the  basketball  team  and 
the  rest  of  the  women's  programs." 

Rockey  is  confident  she  can  turn  the 
Lycoming  women's  basketball  program 
and  make  it  competitive  in  the  Middle 
Atlantic  Conference,  the  toughest  Div. 
Ill  women's  basketball  league  in  the 
country. 

Rockey  earned  her  bachelor's  degree 


in  physical  education  and  health  from 
Taylor  in  1982.  She  received  a  master's 
degree  in  physical  education  and  athletic 
training  from  Indiana  in  1984. 

Rockey  also  had  a  successful  playing 
career,  earning  four  varsity  basketball 
letters  at  Taylor  and  three  letters  as  point 
guard  at  Warsaw  Community  High 
School.  She  was  on  two  Indiana  state 
championship  teams  at  Warsaw  High.
